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Marathon J-M negotiations fail 


House move 
to block 
tariff 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Accused by 
President Ford of indulging in “old- 
fashioned politics,” the House Ways and 
Means 
Committee 
today 
prepared 
legislation to block a controversial 
presidential order raising fuel prices by 
increasing tariffs of imported crude oil. 
The committee worked diligently 
through the day on a proposal to delay 
for 90 days tl» tariff increase which 
Ford signed Thursday as the first step in 
his program to raise fuel prices and 
discourage consumption 
The Senate 
was considering a similar measure 
Rep 
John 
E. 
Moss, 
D-Calif., 
meanwhile, 
released a 
Library of 
Congress study that concluded Ford’s 
energy program may cost the consumer 
an additional 150.3 billion in this year 
—$20 billion more than the White House 
estimate 
—and 
contribute 
to 
a 
continuation of last year’s 12 2 per cent 
inflation rate 
At the White House, Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen told reporters that Ford was 
particularly critical of a proposal before 
the Ways and Means Committee that 
would tie the delay in the tariff increase 
to a bill giving Ford his requested $106 
billion increase in the debt ceiling 
Nessen said Ford feels such a tactic 
smacks of “old-fashioned politics," but 
he declined to say whether the President 
would veto a debt ceiling bill that also 
delayed the tariff increase 
“The President feels the issues we are 
dealing 
with 
should 
be 
addressed 
directly — that the normal kind of 
maneuvering and politics as usual is not 
appropriate," Nessen said. "He believes 
these issues are too important to be 
tangled in old-fashioned politics " 
He said Ford believes vetoing the debt 
ceiling 
bill 
“would 
cause 
serious 
problems" because the government 
would have to stop spending and 
government workers would not be paid. 
Prior to considering the debt ceiling 
bill, the Ways and Means Committee 
voted down a proposal by Rep. J.J. 
Pickle. D-Tex., that would have blocked 
only the first $1 a barrel tariff increase 
in 
Ford's 
three-stage 
program 
of 
increases. 
Treasury Secretary William Simon 
appeared 
before 
the 
committee 
Thursday to ask for the increase in the 
debt ceiling 
Governors 
of 
at 
least 
four 
Northeastern 
states, 
which 
depend 
heavily on imported oil, promised suits 
attempting to overturn the tariff. 
AFL-CIO president George Meany 
called Ford's overall plan to deal with 
problems of energy and recession “the 
weirdest" 
and 
unveiled 
alternate 
proposals. 
Using his executive authority, and 
moving before Democrats in Congress 
could come up with legislation to stop 
him, Ford Thursday signed the order 
creating a $1 per barrel tariff on 
imported oil effective Feb. 1, rising to $3 
in April. 
“It seemed to me the time for 
conversation had ended and we had to 
act," he explained on an NBC television 
interview Thursday night. 
He said the oil tariff will raise retail 
gasoline prices 2 to 3 cents a gallon in 
about two months. If Congress enacts 
the rest of his program, he said, gasoline 
prices will rise 8 to 10 cents a gallon. 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) — A Library of 
Congress study said today President 
Ford’s energy proposals could cost the 
consumer an additional $50 3 billion in 
1975 alone —$20 billion more than the 
White House claims. 
In addition the study concluded that 
the ripple effect of the higher prices that 
would be triggered under the proposals 
could cause last year’s 12 per cent 
inflation rate to continue this year. 
The study, released by Rep John E. 
Moss, D-Calif., assumes that industry 
would pass on all of the additional costs 
to the consumer —something that Moss 
said is a justified assumption based on 
past history. 
“I am disappointed to hear that 
President Ford has vowed to stubbornly 


continue supporting this energy package 
despite its cost to consumers and its 
overall impact on our economy," Moss 
said. “While the President says his tax 
cut proposals would stimulate growth, 
the cost of his energy proposals suggests 
that his programs would take more from 
Americans than it would give them.’’ 
He said the impact of the program 
would be to deepen the recession. 
The study estimated that the biggest 
chunk of the increased consumer cost, 
$12 6 billion, would come from the tax on 
crude oil. Not only would the consumer 
pay that price at the gas pump, the study 
said, but he would also be hit by higher 
food prices caused by the increase in the 
cost of producing fertilizer. 
The study estimated decontrolling the 


price of oil currently under control 
would be $11 billion, Uie excise tax on 
natural gas would cost $8.3 billion and 
the deregulation of “new" natural gas, 
that which has not been contracted for, 
would be a minimum of $5.4 billion. 


In addition, the study suggested that 
two changes in the way utilities would be 
allowed to keep their books for rate- 
setting 
purposes 
would 
cost 
the 
consumer $6.8 billion and $7.8 billion 
respectively. 


“All told these measures could cost at 
least $50.3 billion in 1975," the study 
concluded. 
Given an anticipated 1975 
gross national product of $1,500 billion, 
they could 
raise prices by three 
percentage points. 
Algeria warns U.S. of war 


ALGIERS (UPI) - Algerian Foreign 
Minister Abdelaziz Bouteflika said today 
American threats of a confrontation 
with the oil producing nations could lead 
to world war. He called on the oil 
nations to create a new order to oppose 
this. 
Both President Ford and Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger have warned 
of the possibility of American military 
intervention if the oil nations use their 
petroleum profits to strangle Western 
economies. Ford repeated the statement 
Thursday night. 
Bouteflika spoke at the opening 
session of a meeting of the 13-nation 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries called to map out political and 
economic strategy in the mounting 
confrontation with the Western oil user 
nations. 


In a statement harshly critical of 
Western 
policies, 
Bouteflika 
said 
worldwide inflation was not caused by 
OPEC decisions to increase oil prices by 
400 per cent but because the Western 
nations had been living beyond their 
means. 
“The freezing of the price of oil has 
not prevented galloping inflation to 
continue to grow at a galloping pace, 
which definitely refutes the idea that oil 
was the very cause for the monetary 
inflation," he said. 
He said the West was living in an 
economic system based on “abusive 
profits, 
waste, 
stimulation 
of 
consumption by an unbridled publicity 
creating artificial needs, and above all a 
steady tendency of these countries to 
live beyond their means, which leads to 
the creation of artificial means of 


Strong denials of troop movement 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The White 
House and the Pentagon today denied 
the United States might be planning to 
send three Army divisions to the Middle 
East. Defense Secretary James R. 
Schlesinger 
called 
the 
report 
“bunkum." 
“There’s no sliding about on this one. I 
want to be firm on this. This is a clear, 
hard, firm answer," said White House 
News Secretary Ron Nessen. “There’s 
no truth in it." 
“I talked to the President and 
Secretary Schlesinger about the report 
this morning and Schlesinger’s word for 
that is ’bunkum,"’ Nessen told a news 
conference. 
“The United States is not creating any 
Middle East expeditionary force, is not 
creating three divisions to send to the 
Middle East and the United States has 
no plans to send any military divisions to 
the Middle East," Nessen added.

Ford had declined to comment on an 
article in The New Republic magazine 
during an interview with NBC Thursday 
night. 
But Ford continued to hold out the 
remote possibility that the United States 
might use military force in the Mideast 
if “strangled" for oil. 
As 
to 
NBC 
Correspondent John 
Chancellor’s remark that the Pentagon 
had confirmed three divisions were 
being prepared for the Middle East, both 
the Army and Defense Secretary James 
Schlesinger’s information offices said 
they had no record of any call from NBC 
on the subject. 
Army Maj. Gen. Winant Sidle said 
today the Defense Department has been 
planning for a year to add three more 
divisions to its rolls. But he said they 
would be consigned to NATO —not the 
Mideast. 
In The New Republic article, Earl C. 
Ravenal, a lecturer at Johns Hopkins 
School 
of 
Advanced 
International 
Studies in Washington, said: 
“It may not be for nothing, therefore, 
that Army planners are cranking up a 
t hr ee -di vi si on 
Middle 
East 
expeditionary 
force 
(an 
armored, 
airmobile and airborn division) as an 
add-on to the present 13 Army divisions. 
This time there may be reason to believe 
that the Joint Chiefs of Staff are not just 
stuffing their files with the usual 
contingency plans." 


The Army started forming the first 
units of the three divisions last fall with 
considerable fanfare at Ft. Polk, La., 
Ft. Ord, Calif ., and Ft. Stewart, Ga. 
During Thursday night’s interview, 
Ford was asked by Chancellor: 
“The New Republic this week has a 
story saying that there are three 
American divisions being sent to the 
Middle East or being prepared for the 
Middle East. We called the Pentagon 
and got a confirmation on that —that one 
is Airmobile, one is Airborne and one is 
Armored —and it’s a little unclear as to 
whether this is a contingency plan, 
because we don’t know where we’d put 
the divisions in the Middle East. Could 
you shed a little light on that?" 
“I don’t think I ought to talk about any 
particular military contingency plans, 
John. I think what I said concerning 
strangulation 
and 
Dr. 
Kissinger’s 
comment is about as far as I ought to 
go," Ford replied. 


Ford again backed up Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger who said in a 
recent magazine interview the United 
States would not rule out use of force to 
obtain Middle East oil if the United 
States faced industrial “strangulation." 
However, 
Pentagon 
sources 
said 
“there are no plans to move troops into 
the Middle East. The Marines have held 
desert training exercises since 1959 at 
their base at Twentynine Palms, Calif."

Bouteflika said that in spite of the 
allegedly unfriendly Western attitude 
OPEC nations were ready for a close 
cooperation and dialogue with the West. 
“The 
world 
dominated 
by 
the 
selfishness of the richest whose ethics 
consists of 
maximum 
profits 
and 
hoarding of riches must give way to a 
world in which justice, solidarity and 
progress will live together to help build 
the destiny of men," Bouteflika said. 
Bouteflika proposed that instead of 
confrontation between the oil users and 
oil 
exporters 
there 
should 
be 
“cooperation on the basis of equality to 
try and create a new economic order." 
“Confrontation could lead to conflict 
and an era of precariousness for the 
entire world," he said. 
The meeting marks OPEC’s entry into 
the world’s political arena in the wake of 
its spectacular successes on the oil price 
front. 
OPEC members produce 85 per cent 
of world oil exports. By acting together 
they have succeeded in forcing up oil 
prices by 400 per cent in 15 months and 
increasing their oil revenues from $15 
billion in 1972 to $100 billion in 1974. 
Bouteflika said OPEC’s members 
should now draw together politically to 
thwart Western efforts “through libel 
and military intervention" to rees­ 
tablish economic dominance of the third 
world. 
He denounced the U.S.-sponsored 
International Energy Agency as an 
instrument of confrontation between oil 
users and exporters. 
He proposed 
instead “cooperation on a basis of 
equality to try and create a new world 
economic order. 
The International Energy Agency 
links 12 of the world’s wealthiest nations 
—eight 
Common 
Market 
members 
(minus 
France), 
Norway, 
Canada, 
Japan and the United States — in an 
emergency oil-sharing group. 


Bouteflika said formation of the 
agency was based on the presumption of 
another oil embargo, such as the Arabs 
imposed against the West during the 
1973 Middle East war. 
He said the oil-exporting nations 
would resort to an embargo only in cases 
of “extremity.” 
Bouteflika labelled as “libel" Western 
charges that increased oil prices were 
responsible 
for 
inflation. 


Union leaders walk 
out after 15V2 hours

Marathon negotiations between Johns-Manville Corp and the Chemical Workers 
Union broke down early this morning in a dramatic walkout of union leaders 
Top negotiator Art Wood signaled the end at 1 a m today when he led fellow 
unionists out of Supervisor Francis H. Beattie’s office in the Lompoc County 
Building where they had been caucusing, and through a corridor jammed with J-M 
union members and their families

“Sorry, fellows, we just didn't get a 
contract," 
he 
announced 
without 
stopping to elaborate 
Tom McCall, 
president of Local 146, International 
Chemical Workers Union, and Jerry 
Levine, 
ICUW 
international 
representative, and other officers were 
close on Wood’s heels All were weary 
from 15 Vi hours of non-stop negotiations. 
(See photos on page 2). “We re right 
back 
where we were 
before 
the 
negotiations started," McCall told this 
reporter Levine who is short of stature, 
was virtually swallowed up in the crush 
of workers. He left the county building 
without comment. 
The action stung corporation officials 
who had flown here from the company’s 
Denver headquarters, and momentarily 
stunned federal mediator Frank Allen 
and his aide, Pat Leyden. “I guess they 
walked out while I was caucusing with 
company officials," he told this reporter 
as he rushed up in time to see the 
unionists disappearing in the crowd. 
Today, he said: “We were that close, all 
night, we kept inching forward," and his 
voice trailed off. He was speaking from 
his Los Angeles home where he went 
immediately after the negotiations 
ended. “It was touch and go, that’s why 
I kept them going so long," he added. 
No new meeting was scheduled. Allen 
said he would wait to see what approach 
the union made to the breakdown of 
negotiations before he took any further 
action. 
Negotiators for the two sides began to 
meet at 9:30 a.m. yesterday in the new 
County 
Administration 
Building 
at 
Cypress Avenue and E Street. On hand 
for the union besides Wood, McCall and 
Levine were members of the union's 
negotiating team; for J-M there were 
C.A. Carlson, Lompoc plant manager; 
Paul Burnum director of employe 
relations; 
and from Denver, 
A.B. 
Marchant, senior vice president in 
charge of employe relations; Michael 
Tappin, corporate director of employe 
relations; Ray G. Reed, J-M production 
manager of the mining division. 
When the end came at 1 a.m., the 
company officials were caucusing with 
Allen in the administration building 
conference room, only a few feet away 
from Beattie’s office where union 
leaders were meeting. Marchant and 
some of his associates brushed off 
questions with “no comment.” One 
official said there would be a statement 
today. 
Marchant’s 
reserve 
was 
breached momentarily, however when 
he said he and his Denver associates 
would spend the night in Lompoc and 
return to their Colorado headquarters, 
Friday. Marchant, who had borne the 
major burden of the negotiations during 
the final hours, was obviously tired and 
frustrated. They were speeding out the 
rear door of the room only seconds after 
McCall and the union leaders departed 
from the building’s front entrance. 
Today the union issued the following 
statement: “No agreement has been 
reached as yet. Although some progress 
has been made, as of this morning no 
new meeting has been scheduled. 
“The union offered to return to work 
under the full terms of the contract in 
force as of Oct. 24, 1974, on a day to day 
basis and to submit the outstanding 
issues to binding arbitration. This the 
company refused to do. This is a sincere 
effort on the part of the union to get the 
employes back to work and the plant 
back into operation. 
“An informational meeting has been 
set for the union general membership at 
10 a.m. Saturday, at Civic Auditorium, 
234 South L St.," the union statement 
read. 
J-M 
issued 
this 
statement 
this 
morning: 
“Despite 
a 
16-hour 
marathon 
bargaining session held yesterday under 
the auspices of two Federal Mediators 
and several attempts by the Company to 
resolve 
outstanding 
issues, 
no 
agreement was reached. Obviously, we 
must conclude that the strike will 
continue indefinitely. 
“The negotiating session was abruptly 
ended when the union, without notifying 
the federal mediators or the company, 
walked out early this morning. 
“No further meetings are scheduled 
or anticipated. 
“The company repeated its position 
that the plant is open for employes to 
return to work under the same rules and 
regulations in effect during November 
and December. It appears that the 
union, in reality, is not really interested 
in its members returning to work while 
negotiations continue,” the statement 
wound up. 
What had begun so hopefully 15^ 
hours earlier finally foundered 
in 
uncertainty. When it began an estimated 


150 union members milled around the 
entrance to the administration building 
A television camera team waited in the 
corridor. Dept. County Clerk Anne 
Sweet had assembled about 25 chairs 
around the large conference table in the 
conference room Lompoc Mayor E C. 
Stevens was sitting in prior to his 
departure for Santa Barbara and a 
meeting of the Local Agency Formation 
Commission. There were smiles, some 
pleasantires were exchanged and the 
first hour behind closed doors produced 
no dramatic events. Expectations of 
those who waited outside were buoyed 
when Stevens came out and asked for a 
catered lunch for 23 persons. If they 
planned to talk beyond noon, this was a 
hopeful sign, so the thinking went. 
Feelings were buoyed still fruther when 
Marchant came out of the conference 
and picked up the lunch tab of about $45 
over the initial objections of Stevens. 
Mrs. Sweet, with the concurrence of 
Beattie who was in Santa Barbara, 
turned virtually the entire facility over 
to the negotiations. The unionists met in 
Beattie’s office and J-M officials in the 
large conference room. In between were 
Mrs. Sweet’s personal office, that was 
eventually pressed into service for a 
“neutral” ground for smaller groups, 
and George Hutson’s office, that was 
used as a private telephone room for 
unionists. 
it was between these points that the 
negotiators moved in response to the 
gentle blandishments of Allen. A virtual 
impasse developed at about 3 p.m. Allen 
told this reporter that he doubted he 
could keep the two sides talking for 
more than about 10 minutes more. 
Shortly 
after 
that, 
however, 
the 
mediator convinced the negotiators that 
they should reduce their teams to two 
from each side and continue privately. 
That ploy held the negotiations on 
course for more hours until a crucial 
point when Wood was overheard telling 
Allen he wanted to deal directly and 
privately with Marchant. It was that 
one-to-one relationship that seemed to 
be making some progress when the final 
split came. 
Today, Allen said significant progress 
had been made and that the company 
had improved the salary package over 
what it was when the day began. He said 
the hang-up at the moment of the break, 
was over the company’s proposal for 
handling the cost of living escalation 
clause during the period of the present 
work stoppage. However the company 
did agree to activate a 14-cent cost of 
living on ratification of a contract, Allen 
said. 


Cost of food 
market 
basket up 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The average 
weekly cost of a consumer food market 
basket jumped 14 per cent in 1974, 
preliminary Agriculture Department 
figures showed today. 
The department said the food basket 
cost —a collection of U.S. farm- 
produced foods needed to feed a 
theoretical household of 3.2 persons 
—rose to $33.65 a week last year, up 
$4.09 from 1973 
Department records showed $3.45 or 
84 per cent of the $4.09 increase was due 
to a record boom in middlemen’s 
charges for processing and marketing 
food last year.

against them, all unresolved as

All are for 
overloading of rear axles. 
Deputy

Don Vickers in his talks with 
the new district attorney is 
pointing out the county has now 
ordered a set of sophisticated • 
scales 
designed 
to 
insure 
proper rear axle loads of 
compacted material in trucks 
hauling 
wastes 
from 
the 
transfer point on Cathedral 
Oaks Rd to the county landfill 
at Tajiguas west of Goleta 


But the case has landed in

Superior 
Court 
ruling 
upholding 
controversial 
legislation that requires auto 
smog devices on 1966-70 cars in 
six 
Southern 
California 
counties, 
including 
Santa 
Barbara. 
County 
Counsel 
George 
Kading confirmed reports of 
the appeal action by the two 
counties, following a ruling by 
Los Angeles Superior Judge 
Harry L. Hupp. 
Judge Hupp said the State 
Legislature 
had 
received 
evidence showing air pollution 
problems were different in the 
South Coast Air Basin — which 
includes the south coast of 
Santa Barbara County along 
with 
smoggy 
Los 
Angeles 
region — than elsewhere in the 
state. 
Kading said it was uncertain 
what the Los Angeles court 
decision meant immediately to 
motorists due to install the $35 
devices. 
California Highway Patrol 
officers, meanwhile, have been 
issuing warnings requiring the 
devices to be installed when 
vehicles 
are 
checked 
at 
inspection 
station, 
without 
going to the extreme at this 
time of issuing citations, it was 
learned. 
Repeal of the law — which 
affects the north county as well 
as the south coast in Santa 


Barbara County — is sought by 
a bill authored by Sen. Omer L.

supervisors. 
Kading said Rains’ bill is now 
progressing through committee 
hearings.

signed by more than 8,000 
county 
residents — mostly 
from 
the north county — 
protesting 
the 
new 
law. 
Fletcher 
also 
presented

Dealers reported traffic in 
their showrooms up sharply 
since Chrysler began the rebate 
price war Jan 13. 
The upturn helped lift some 
of the gloom that settled on 
Detroit in late September — 
even before the start of the 


Arab oil embargo. It was the 
closest automakers have come 
to matching a year-ago period 
since the 1975 models were 
introduced last October 
Industry observers said it is 
doubtful many of the 176,000 
workers on open-ended layoffs 
in the industry would be called 
back until there are further 
sales gains. Temporary plant 
closings, they said, will proba­ 
bly drop 
The 
real 
success of the 
rebate campaign —with cash 
payments of $200 to $600 to car 
buyers —will not be measured 
until the late January and early 
February sales reports are 
released 
Total deliveries in the latest 
sales period were 131,132 cars 
compared with 155,004 in the 
year-ago mid-January period 
and 41 per cent below the same 
period in 1973 when sales were 


headed for their best year ever. 
Chrysler, the only company 
whose program was in effect 
for the full Jan. 11-20 sales 
period, reported deliveries up 
89 per cent from the first 10 
days of the month. General 
Motors saw sales climb 54 per 
cent, American Motors was up 
nearly 35 per cent and the Ford 
Motor Co. showed a 12 per cent 
increase.

Police slay mass murder suspect 


MONTREAL (UPI) - Rich­ 
ard Blass, wanted for question­ 
ing in the mass slaying of 13 
persons in the Club Gargantua 
Tuesday, was killed today in a 
shootout with police. 
Blass, 29, a two-time prison 
escapee 
listed 
as 
one 
of 
Canada’s most wanted men, 
was 
killed 
when 
Quebec 
Provincial Police surrounded a 
chalet in the Laurentian ski 
resort 
community 
of 
Val 
David, 
40 
miles 
north 
of 
Montreal. 
Police said Blass was shot 
shortly before 5 a.m. EST after 
he refused a demand for his 
surrender. The call brought a 
woman running out of the pine 
and concrete two-story hilltop 
chalet. 
Heavily 
armed 
police 
stormed the bedroom, where 
Blass, clad in gray pajama 
bottoms, was cut down, a 
revolver in his hand. 
Blass’ woman friend, along 
with another man and another 
woman in an upstairs bedroom, 
were taken into custody. 
Police said a small arsenal 
found in the house included a 
sawed-off shogun, rifles, pis­ 
tols, ammunition and tear gas 
masks. 
Blass, a convicted robber 
whose latest prison escape 
occurred in October, was not 
formally listed as a suspect in 
the 
murders 
at 
the 
Club 
Gargantua, one of his known 
hangouts. But he had been 
named suspect in a double 
murder that occurred in the 
club less than three months 
ago. 
“We certainly wanted to 
question him about Tuesday’s 
13 murders," a Montreal night 
patrol squad detective said. 
“Even if we didn’t have any 
direct evidence, the club was 
one of his hangouts and he knew 
the manager.” 


Gargantua 
Club 
manager 
Rejean Fortin, 43, was shot in 
the back before he and 12 other 
persons were shoved into a 
small storage room and left to 
die of asphyxiation when the 
club was set afire. 
Pathologists reported Fortin 
died of the bullet wound, which 
lodged in his heart. 
Blass was named suspect in 
the murders Oct. 30 of two 
former members of a gang he 
once led, Raymond Laurin, 30, 
and Roger Levesque, who were 
gunned down by two men as 
they sat at a table in the 
Gargantua, a seamy hangout of 
petty criminals in Montreal’s 
northend sector. 
Fortin, a former policeman, 
was believed to have been 
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present at the time. Police 
have speculated the Gargantua 
killings 
may 
have 
been 
motivated by a need to wipe out 
witnesses.

ATT rate 
increase 
challenge 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
administration’s anti-inflation 
panel, 
getting 
tougher, 
is 
challenging a $700 million rate 
increase 
proposed 
by 
the 
nation’s biggest corporation — 
American Telephone and Tele­ 
graph Co. 
The Council on Wage and 
Price Stability said lliursday 
the proposed increase was not 
justified by higher costs. It 
asked the Federal Commmuni- 
cations Commission to suspend 
the action for up to three 
months and investigate. 
The higher rates were to take 
effect March 4, increasing the 
cost of about 70 per cent of all 
interstate telephone calls. 
In a complex plan filed Jan. 3 
with 
the 
FCC, 
the 
phone 
company asked to raise its 
overall rate level by 7.2 per 
cent and its rate of return on 
investment from 8.5 per cent to 
between 10.5 and 11 per cent. 
It wants to reshuffle the rate 
schedule so that customers pay 
roughly what a service costs. 
For example, telephone calls 
that require an operator’s help 
would rise sharply in price to 
reflect 
rising 
labor 
costs. 
Dialed station to station calls in 
off-peak hours would cost less 
in many cases. 
The wage-price panel said a 
revenue increase of less than 1 
per cent would cover increased 
operating costs. The company 
is probably entitled to*more 
money but “nothing approach­ 
ing the 7.2 per cent increase 
requested 
by the company 
could be justified on the basis 
of the evidence submitted thus 
far,” the council said. 
An AT&T spokesman replied 
“we felt they (the rate increase 
requests) were fully justified. 
We still believe this.” 
The government has been 
attacking Bell on other fronts.

Briscoe was asked Thursday 
if the state could arrange a deal 
with oil-rich Sheikh AlAharif 
Al-Hamdan of Saudi Arabia, 
who said he wanted to buy the 
San Antonio shrine to Texas 
independence as a gift for his 
son. 
Briscoe said “The Alamo is 
not for sale” and also said he’s 
not going to offer the sheikh 
any other state monument that 
might have caught his son’s 
eye. 
“Perhaps if he wanted to 
invest in some kind of energy 
production,” 
Briscoe 
said, 
“such as offshore drilling...” 
The Alamo served as a fort in 
the Republic of Texas’ war for 
independence from Mexico. In 
1836, 
men headed by Col. 
William B. Travis defended the 
stone building until it was 


finally overrun by a large 
Mexican force and all 187 
defenders killed The phrase 
“ Remember 
the 
Alamo" 
quickly became a rallying cry 
that sustained the spirits of the 
b e l e a g u e r e d 
s e t t l e r s 
throughout the war. 
The sheikh wrote an attorney 
in Houston saying his son 
attended flight school in San 
Antonio and remembered the 
old mission as a beautiful spot. 
“My son learned to fly in San 
Antonio. He used to visit the 
Alamo and he loved it,” the 
shiekh wrote. “Please contact 
the proper people and see if we 
can buy it. I want to present it 
as a gift to my son.” 


The attorney, who refused to 
allow use of his name because 
of other pending land acquisi­ 
tion deals, relayed the message 
to the governor. 
“I’ll suggest to him to think 
of something else, maybe a 
Texas ranch, to present to his 
son.” the attorney said.

Quota Club hears tale 
of LoVARC needs, goals 


The 
story 
of 
Lompoc 
Valley 
Association for Retarded Citizens was 
most effectively told to Quota Club 
members Wednesday by Hugh Grinnell, 
LoVARC treasurer 
In addition to his 
official 
capacity, 
he 
is 
active 
on 
a personal level with the program, 
assisting whenever possible with both 
pre-schopl and older boys and girls. 


With a current membership of 135, the 
local association had its beginning in 
January 1964 It was then that a small 
band of interested parents, teachers and 
friends organized an information group 
In March of that year they started a pre­ 
school solely with volunteer help The 
school’s first teacher worked on that 
basis for two years First location was 
in the facility formerly occupied by 
First Presbyterian Church 


The pre-school moved on to various 
locations in local churches, an unused 
classroom in a school, finally acquired a 
small rented house at 127 North D 
Street 
In January 1974, an adjacent 
house at 123 North D Street, was 
purchased as a permanent facility. 


The LoVARC pre-school now operates 
five mornings a week with a paid 
professional staff. It provides a program 
of 
sensory 
and 
perceptual 
motor 
training, 
language development and 
se lf-h elp 
sk ills 
The 
program 
accommodates children six months of 
age to five years, with no charge to their 
parents. Currently 11 youngsters are 
involved, six of them fulltime, with the 
others attending at a rate to make the 
average 
8Va. 
The 
school 
can 
accommodate 
15. 
LoVARC operates 
with a budget of $30,000, half of this 
through state funds, partially funded by 
Tri-Counties Regional Center; assisted 
fin a n c ia lly 
by 
p h ila n th r o p ic 
organizations, local merchants, friends 
of the retarded, and membership. 
An activities program for teen and 
adult retarded was organized after 
purchase of the home in which the pre­ 
school is housed. These programs were 
to combine recreation, socialization and 
practical 
learning 
experience. 
The 
present 
program s, 
incorporating 
evening hours and weekends, are now 
supervised and planned by a director 
and volunteer help 
LoVARC is a member unit of the 
national and California associations for 
the retarded.

Legislation to do away with oil 
depletion allowances enjoyed 
by oil companies was approved 
by the Assembly Thursday over 
Republican 
charges that 
it 
would drive petroleum firms 
out of the state. 
The measure 
(AB177) by 
Assemblyman Bill Lockyer, D- 
San Leandro, was approved 57- 
17, 
with seven Republicans 
joining a 
solid 
Democratic 
block vote. 
The measure, supported by 
Gov 
Edmund G. Brown Jr, 
was sent to the Senate which 
has previously defeated identi­ 
cal legislation. 
Assemblyman Bob Beverly, 
R-Manhattan Beach, GOP floor 
leader, warned the Democrat- 
i c - c o n t r o l l e d 
h o u s e 
that the measure could hurt oil 
companies, raise the cost of 
gasoline, and take tax revenue 
away from local governments. 
Beverly, 
who 
complained 
that Democrats had decided to 
support 
the 
measure 
in 
a 
caucus before the floor session, 
called the measure inconsistent 
and “anti-business .” 
Lockyer estimated closing 
the 
tax 
“ loopholes” 
would 
bring the state $50 million in 
new revenues annually. 
“ It is the greatest ripoff of 
California taxpayers ever, and 
should be ended,” said Lock­ 
yer. noting that the 22 per cent 
deduction from gross income 
can go as high as 50 per cent of 
net receipts. 
For example, an oil company 
with $500,000 income annually 
could subtract $200,000 in net 
operating expenses, then fur­

Automatic prison 
law introduced

Currently, judges decide the 
sentence for armed felons and

pushers. 
The 
result, 
Younger told a news conferen­ 
ce, is that “ in far too many 
cases” the convicted lawbreak­ 
ers are granted probation and 
returned immediately to socie­ 
ty 
The 
legislation 
would 
prohibit a judge from granting 
p r o b a t i o n 
for 
c e r t a i n 
dangerous criminals. A similar 
bill was killed by the Assembly 
Criminal Justice Committee 
last year and a subsequent 
initiative drive failed. 
“The latest available statis­ 
tics dealing with heroin sellers 
show that in the first half of 
1973, 52 per cent of those 


persons convicted of selling 
heroin were granted proba­ 
tion,” Younger said 
In 
effect, 
he 
said, 
drug 
sellers know they have only a 
“ 50-50 chance of going to prison 
— even if they are caught.” 
The legislation was split into 
three bills. 
One bill (SB268) by Sen Alan 
Robbins, D-Van Nuys, would 
mandate prison sentences for 
heroin and cocaine pushers. It 
is designed to dry up the sale of 
heroin by putting the sellers 
behind bars, Younger said. 
Another measure (SB278) by 
Sen. George Deukmejian, R- 
Long Beach, would prevent a 
judge from granting probation 
to a convicted felon who used a 
gun in a robbery, burglary, 
assault, rape, kidnap, murder, 
or jail escape. 
The third bill (SB237) by 
Sen. Dennis Carpenter, R-New-

Rocky 
raps 
Congress 


CHICAGO

President Nelson Rockefeller 
says that if Congress does not 
act quickly on President Ford’s

In his first major speech as

Rockefeller 
praised the Ford program, but

“Congress has the responsi­ 
bility to respond positively by 
adopting the President’s pro­ 
gram or to come up with a 
program of its own which 
recognizes the critical nature 
of this situation,” Rockefeller

Leadership Conference dinner 
Thursday night. 
Later talking to reporters 
aboard Air Force II on the 
return 
trip 
to 
Washington, 
Rockefeller cautioned against 
Congress’s approving a tax cut 
without other elements of a 
comprehensive economic pro­ 
gram. 
“ If you go for the tax cut 
without the rest of it, you’re 
going to go back to inflation,” 
Rockefeller said. 
Newsmen 
asked 
what he 
thought the chances are that 
Congress would pass Ford’s 
recession and inflation fighting 
program 
“ What have you got —big 
Democratic m ajorities,” Rock­ 
efeller replied, “ so you can’t 
force these things through. 
“ I don’t know what’s going to 
happen here and I don’t think 
they (Congress) know,” Rock­ 
efeller said. “They say they are 
not going to pass the Presi­ 
dent's program and the country 
is in trouble —where do you go 
from there?” 
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Judge refuses to 
block reform act

judge has refused to block 
implementation of portions of 
the tough new Political Reform 
Act directed at lobbyists. 
Judge 
B. 
Abott Goldberg 
ruled Thursday that “ no useful 
purpose would be served” by 
issuing an injunction and raised 
the possibility that arguments 
against parts of the law would 
not “ prevail on the m erits.” 
The 
decision 
against 
the 
California Bankers Association 
followed another favorable rul­ 
ing won this week by state in 
legal battles over the constitu­ 
tionality of the law, which the 
voters approved as Prop. 9. 
The association and several 
large 
banks 
requested 
the 
injunction on the grounds the 
law would force public disclo­ 
sure 
of 
confidential 
bank 
records of state officials cov­ 
ered by the act. 
The 
law 
institutes 
broad 
campaign spending and contri­ 
bution requirements to monitor 
the activities of lobbyists and 
conflicts-of- interest involving 
public officials. 
Goldberg 
ruled 
the 
new 
reporting requirements can be 
“justified 
as 
a 
means 
of 
preventing evasions of the act 
and promoting objective rather 
than sympathetic conduct by 


officials.” 
On 
Monday, 
Los Angeles 
Superior Court Judge Harry L. 
Hupp rejected arguments by 35 
lobbyists that the 20,000-law is 
unconstitutionally vague and 
violates 
state 
requirements 
limiting initiative measures to 
a single subject. 
“The court has in effect 
reaffirmed the decision of the 
voters 
that 
Prop. 
9 
is 
a 
workable and reasonable m eas­ 
ure to assure the integrity of 
our democratic form of govern­ 
ment,” said Dan Lowenstein, 
chairman of the Fair Political 
Practices Commission. 
The commission is charged 
with enforcing the provisions of 
the new law. 
Hupp, however, left the door 
open for the lobbyists by taking 
under submission their argu­ 
ment that a ban on contribu­ 
tions to political candidates 
violates 
their 
constitutional 
right to free speech. Hupp gave 
no indication when a ruling 
would be issued. 
Goldberg told the bankers to 
take their specific questions 
about the law to the commis­ 
sion 
for a decision before 
requesting an injunction in 
court.

Drinking age 


bill defeated 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
measure to lower the legal 
drinking age from 21 to 18 met 
defeat in the Assembly Thurs­ 
day, but its author said he 
would ask for reconsideration 
possibly next week. 
The proposed constitutional 
a me nd me nt 
(ACA15) 
by 
Assemblyman Robert C. Cline, 
R-Northridge, failed on a 46-26 
vote, eight votes short of the 
needed 54. 
Cline said he thought he could 
win 
reconsideration 
of 
th e . 
measure, but the final vote for 
passage “ would be tight.” 
“There is a shifting emphasis 
toward the use of alcohol,” said 
Cline, noting that several years 
ago parents were concerned 
with their children using drugs, 
not alcohol. 
But, Cline said, since the use 
of drugs is now on the decline 
arents are again concerned 
about the use of alcohol. 
The 
measure, 
which 
has 
p r e v i o u s l y 
p a s s e d 
the 
Assembly and defeated in the 
Senate, would put the issue 
before the voters. 
Cline and other supporters 
noted 
t ha t 
18-year-old 
Californians are granted most 
of 
th e 
r i g h t s 
and 
responsibilities 
of 
adults 
except the privilege of drinking 
alcoholic beverages. 
“ I don’t believe we can have 
half-way adults,” said Cline. 
But opponents cited familiar 
religious 
arguments 
against 
encouraging expanded use of 
alcohol and warned against 
“compounding the problems of 
drinking and driving.” 
Assemblyman John Miller, 
D-Oakland, said the measure 
did not speak to the issue of 
whether drinking was “ good or 
bad,” but was designed to give 
the people the final say on 
lowering the drinking age.

Goodbye to an old friend

FOREST HILLS - (NEA) - “It’s 
like Guadalcanal,” he said, and indeed it 
seemed a battle had been fought here. 
In the wintry twilight, Owen Sheridan, 
the short ruddy headgroundsman in knit 
cap, stood in the empty West Side Tennis 
club stadium. 
A mauve sky with 
blackening clouds stretched across the 
concrete stadium’s top — the sky was 
lit, conceivably, by the same fireworks 
that produced the distanct rumble. 
The rumble, though, was from an 
approaching commuter train. 
Leafless tree branches moved lightly 
in the wind, raking the concrete wall 
with an eerie whisper. A cat moaned in 
the catacombs. 
On the field below bulldozers hunched 
like abandoned tanks, their tough work 
appearing complete: the lovely, lush 
green of this once sacrosanct center 
court had been transformed into a wet 
and rutted mud field 
For the first time in more than half a 
century, the next United States tennis 
championships, in September, would be 
held not on grass but on a gray, clay 
composition court. 
And the battle that raged for the past 
several years between traditionalists 
and “modernists” was ended now, in the 
mud below 
Owen Sheridan. 63 years old, has been 
tending these courts for 42 years, ever 
since he arrived from Ireland at 18 and 
took the first job he could get. He has 
spent his life tamping down divots, 
plucking up brown blades, manicuring 
and watering and fussing over virtually 
each inch of grass, the sod that since 
1923 Tilden and Perry and Gonzales and 
Laver and Ashe and Newcombe, among 
men, and Wills and Jacobs and Gibson 
and King and Court and Evert, among 
women, have trod. 
White-haired, undemonstrative Owen 
Sheridan, his face red and crinkly from 
the sun, would sit 30 feet away from 
center 
court, 
ready 
to 
make 
an 
immediate house call of sorts whenever 
an unsightly blemish popped up. 
Sheridan has had a most intimate 
relationship with the grass He says he 
would even 
talk to it. He had no 
horticultural or botanical background 
before taking the job. “ But when you’ve 
been around grass for some time,” he 
said, “the sod practically speaks to you. 
So you listen, and you give it what it asks 
for.” 


No more. He watched in the chill and 
barren January as the shovels went 
about their unsentimental chores. 
“It’s like watching 42 years of your 
life being dug up and hauled off on a 
trook,” said Owen Sheridan, who still 
has a little brogue. “I cry inside, to be 
truthful with ya.” 
For years he carried on the battle 
against crab grass and “fairy ring” (a 
mysterious grass ailment that often kills 
the greenery i and since Forest Hills is 
in the New York City borough of Queens, 
air pollution leaves a murderous residue 
of smoke and oil on the daintily 
pampered grass. 
He also rooted against those players 
with the unsavory propensity to drag 
their feet, thus rutting up Sheridan’s 
lawns. 
“I tried my best,” he said, “ but then 
I’d read in the papers the next day about 
one player or another had lost and 
blamed my grass. He said the court 
stinks 1 didn’t care too much for that.” 
Complaints heard said that despite 
Sheridan’s meticulous care, grass is just 
too unpredictable, too natural for play 
today, and bad bounces and slippery 
footing cannot be tolerated. The strong 
Association of Tennis Professionals, led 
by 
president 
Arthur 
Ashe, 
finally 
overcame 
grass 
enthusiasts 
who 
believed that the warm and charming 
atmosphere of grass games ought to be 
maintained in light of the growing cold 
artificiality of other spectator sports. 
“ But no,” said Sheridan, “today 
tennis a business. Those days of it being 
a sport are over. Every game means a 
lot of money. It was once like a nice 
social event. 
And, you know how 
opponents used to drop the next point 
when a bad call was made in their favor. 
You used to see quite a lot of that. You 
seldom see it anymore 
“Everybody's fighting to get on top.” 
The clay composition needs attention, 
like being daily brushed and rolled and 
watered when i t gets dusty, but the 
artistic and scientific challenge of 
having a unique problem daily with 
grass is over for Sheridan. 


“This is progress, I suppose, and 
you’ve got to live with it,” he said. “It’s 
like having a wife who dies. You may not 
have got along too good with her, but you 
miss her. It’s sad.”

Kiner's fielding 
was laughable, 
recalls pal Hank

NEW YORK (UPI) — Sure, it hurt that everytime his name 
came up for Baseball’s Hall of Fame the past 14 years, he’d get 
knocked down again, and each time Ralph Kiner did, his best 
friend, his buddy, would slip the needle in a little deeper. 
“You’ll never make it,” Hank Greenberg kept telling him. “You 
know you could never field.” 
Hank Greenberg getting on Ralph Kiner about his fielding is the 
same as Casey Stengel climbing on Yogi Berra about his 
grammar. Greenberg was kidding Kiner, naturally. He was trying 
to take some of the sting out of his friend’s wound, but facts are 
facts. Ralph Kiner trying to catch up with line drives hit out to left 
field automatically conjures up in the mind’s eye the same picture 
of delicacy and grace as, say, Wilt Chamberlain trying to sneak 
under a subway turnstile. 
Jokes still are told of how poor Frank Baumholtz wore himself 
out playing centerfield for the Chicago Cubs during the two 
seasons in the early ‘50s when he had Kiner on one side of him, and 
Hank Sauer, another gazelle, on the other Every time a ball was 
hit anywhere to the outfield Kiner and Sauer both would cup their 
hands and holler: 
“You got it, Frankie!” 
Ralph Kiner, now a tv and radio broadcaster for the New York 
Mets, remembered those stories about his fielding after his 
election to the Hall of Fame Thursday on his 15th and last try, and 
couldn’t help laughing. 
“It always bugged hell outta me that they said I was such a poor 
fielder,” he said. “ I considered myself a pretty good fielder, and 
Sauer wasn’t really that bad, either. I was no Joe DiMaggio, but I 
caught everything I could get to.” 
The big trouble was Ralph Kiner didn’t get to everything. He 
never won a Gold Glove for his defensive proficiency during his 10 
major league seasons, the first seven of which were spent with 
Pittsburgh. Not only didn’t he win any, he never even was in the 
running. 
Ralph Kiner made it into the Hall of Fame’with one thing, his 
bat. 
In his time, which was from 1946 when he first came up with the 
Pirates to 1955 when a bad back forced him to pack it in with 
Cleveland, Kiner led the National League in homers seven 
consecutive seasons and the majors six years. He hit 369 home 
runs. No other player in major league history ever hit that many 
in his first 10 years. 
Hank Greenberg was among those on hand for the Kiner’s 
election announcement in one of the banquet rooms of the 
Americana Hotel, and nobody who showed up there was any 
happier. 
Greenberg hit a few home runs himself—331—in his day, and 
was elected to the Hall of Fame in 1957. He led the American 
League in homers four times with Detroit before finishing with 
Pittsburgh in 1947, and that was where he had a tremendous 
influence on Kiner. 
The two home run sluggers hit it off well together immediately. 
The age difference of 11 years didn’t seem to matter. Neither did 
the fact that Greenberg, the older, was from the Bronx, N.Y., and 
Kiner was originally from Santa Rita, N.M. The common 
denominator between them, Greenberg explained Thursday, was 
the long ball. 
Shortly after his election Thursday Kiner said that Greenberg 
“was the primary factor why I’m standing here today. He put me 
on the right track when I came to Pittsburgh.” 
Greenberg, sitting in the back, listened quietly. 
He was remembering how they had gotten together with the 
Pirates. 
“ ...He was a rookie, I was finishing up,” Greenberg recalled. 
“ We talked about hitting and about other things,” Greenberg 
recalled. “The Pirates were a last place team and maybe the 
biggest thing I did for Ralph was explain to him how he was 
getting in with the wrong kind of company. He was traveling with 
a bunch of bad guys on the club, guys who spent too much time at 
the bar. 
“On off days, I told him to go out on the field and practice. 
‘Improve yourself,’ I said. ‘When you’re playing a doubleheader 
on Sunday, don’t go out on Saturday nights. I know Saturday nights 
are the only time you can have any fun, but if you do, you’ll pay for 
it the next day.’I’ll say this about Ralph: he listened.” 
Kiner led the NL in homers with 23 as a rookie in 1946, but when 
he got off to a slow start the following year, Billy Herman, the 
Pirates’ manager, wanted to send him back down to the minors. 
Greenberg intervened by going to the late Frank McKinney, who 
owned the club, and Roy Harney, the general manager. 
“How can you send out a guy who led the league in homers the 
year before?” Greenberg asked them. “You’ll be making a big 
mistake if you do. He has a good swing. All he has to do is learn the 
strike zone and he’ll be the one to move this ball club.” 
Greenberg was right, and it was he who taught Kiner the strike 
zone. 
Some other things, too. 
Kiner was invited to a swanky formal party one evening in 1947 
when the Pirates trained in Miami Beach. He rented a tuxedo but 
forgot all about the shoes. The only pair he had was brown. 
“How in hell can you wear those brown shoes with a black tux?” 
Greenberg asked him. “You’re not really doing it, are you?” 
“Sure I am,” said Kiner. “They’re the only pair I’ve got.” 
Ralph Kiner wore brown shoes with a black tux that evening. 
Never again, though. 


Bando raps A's operation

Now men have electric tools and 
assembly lines in a safe and healthy 
environment in which to work. Farmers 
have automatic planters, cultivators 
and harvesters for almost every crop. 
People no longer need only exist. We 
now work not only for the necessities but 
also to provide comfort and relaxation 
in the leisure hours given us by our 
many 
“ m odern 
household 
conveniences.” 
I do not ask Mr. Waters to return to 
hand picks and horse-drawn plows, 
neither should he request that I work 
with obsolete irons and wood stoves. Nor 
should I prepare a meal exclusively with 
locally grown foods. Without many of 
today’s 
frozen 
foods 
and 
other 
conveniences we would not be the best 
fed nation in the world. 
As for Mr. Waters’ contention that 
women in the job market take jobs from 
“ the man of the house” and that men 
have “ the unequal roll of breadwinner,” 
I can only say that the majority of 
women working today are either sole 
support of their family or are working 
alongside 
their husband to insure 
security and a reasonable standard of 
living. 


All we ask is to be given the same pay 
for the same work; the same respect of 
our intelligence and skill that our male 
counterparts enjoy, and the opportunity 
to

I am delinquent in failing to report in 
any detail on the Supreme Court’s 
unfortunate refusal to hear the case of 
Buckley et al against the American 
Federation of Television and Radio 
Artists (AFTRAi. What had happened 
was this 
In 1966, AFTRA served upon me an 
ultimatum. “ You cannot appear any 
more on radio or on tv unless you 
become a member of AFTRA.” Joining 
AFTRA meant more than merely paying 
its dues It meant promising to obey its 
orders. In the height of his fantasies 
about how to maximize the incumbency, 
John Dean did not 
envision for President 
Nixon such powers as 
AFTRAexercisesover 
its members. It has 
the ultimate power: to 
tell you whether or not 
you can speak your 
mind over the air­ 
waves. In due course, 
in the company of 
Messrs 
M. Stanton 
Evans 
and 
Fulton 
Lewis Jr., I filed suit, 
The lawyer, 
Mr. C. Dickerman Williams, knows 
more 
about 
the 
Constitution 
than 
anybody since John Marshall. And the 
backers, the Right to Work Foundation, 
undertook to raise the money 
The trial judge found in our favor. 
AFTRA, visibly panicked, went to Yale 
to hire the prestigious Professor Alex 
Bickel, who argued the case against us 
in November, of 1973. A month or two 
ago Mr. Bickel died — not, as far as is 
known, as an act of contrition — and I 
sincerely mourn his absence But he did 
succeed in persuading the Court of 
Appeals to ignore the Constitutional 
argument and get the thing all mixed up 
with the question of the authority of the 
National Labor Relations Board. Two 
days before Christmas, the Supreme 
Court of the United States denied 
certiorari. 
With an interesting dissent. It was 
written by Justice Douglas, and Chief 
Justice Burger concurred. Mr. Douglas 
said that he simply does not understand 
how, in effect, Congress can pass a law 
that allows anyone to exercise such 
authority as is specifically denied to 
Congress by the First Amendment’s ban 
on any law abridging freedom of speech. 
Mr. Williams and the Right to Work 
Foundation 
have 
now 
devised 
a 
strategy. They will appeal to the 
Supreme 
Court 
for 
a 
re-hearing, 
bringing forcibly to the attention of 
several justices who might have been 
put off the track by the rather oblique 
decision of the Court of Appeals, the 
constitutional issue. 
What has not received much publicity 
is that both the lower courts agreed that 
you cannot force a news commentator to 
join a union: merely to pay that union its 
dues.

CLAREMONT, N.H. - (NEA) - 
Ever since New Hampshire changed its 
license plate slogan from a gentle 
"Scenic” to a boisterous “ Live Free Or 
Die,” George Maynard has stewed. 
Intently religious (Jehovah’s Witness), 
he has felt the new motto anti-Christian 
in principle. “ I believe man lives 
forever and the state has no right to say 
otherwise.” 
So, six months ago 
Maynard covered up 
that portion of his 
plates with masking 
tape. Kids would occa­ 
sionally punch out the 
“ Or Die” portion with 
a nail Otherwise, he 
was content — until 
recently when he was 
stopped by the police 
and given an arrest 
summons 
for 
“ defacing” the plate. 
“ That’s when it began,” Maynard 
says, “ and it hasn’t stopped.” 
Maynard admitted his guilt in court 
and because he could not, in conscience, 
pay a fine, his sentence was suspended 
Police, however, then extracted their 
own kind of retribution “ When I left the 
court I saw this officer confiscating my 
plates He didn't ask permission, he 
didn't tell me why, he just did it. I asked 
him how I'd get home and he said it was 
my problem He acted like I was some 
kind of louse.” 
Twenty miles from his living room, • 
Maynard 
thus 
decided 
to 
make 
cardboard plates for the drive home He 
didn't get far “ The local police radioed 
ahead for the State Patrol. They stopped 
me, tore off my cardboard plates and 
gave 
me 
another 
summons 
That 
officer, too, was unpleasant; I was made 
to feel almost un-American, if you know 
what I mean.” 
In fact, 
Maynard 
is hardly un- 
American 
Not one of the “ hippie 
freaks” the locals recount in disgust, 
Maynard, 42, is married, has two 
children, owns a home, and earns steady 
income from a printing job “ I don’t 
have long hair, 1 don't live different 
from anyone But, you know, in this 
state patriotism is everything. If you're 
even suspected of not toeing the line the 
police can be very unfriendly.” 
He’s right, the state is superpatriotic. 
Cops carry flag decals, flag pins and flag 
shoulder patches One fellow in the state 
legislature has in years past introduced 
a bill requirirw every able-bodied man to 
carry a 
rifle and 500 rounds of 
ammunition (Communists are coming). 
As for the license plate motto, it was 
adopted to answer the national protests 
of the Vietnam war Proponents said it 
reflected state thinking and should be an 
influence to people across the nation. 
Not everybody here, however, feels 
that bluster is synonymous with love of 
country and so the license plate thing 
has had numerous detractors 
Most 
critics think it’s “ inappropriate,” others 
believe it offers an extremist viewpoint, 
a few have refused to suffer it at all. 
Enter George Maynard. What it all 
boils down to, he says, is that "the motto 
is not only offensive, it's hypocritical 
I’m certainly not living very free if 1 
can' practice my religious beliefs.” 
His point seems valid. And though his 
battle is small beans in the present 
affairs of men, there are large questions 
involved. No doubt Maynard went too 
far in punching out a part of the motto, 
the masking tape would have sufficed. 
But given his religious objection, does 
he not have the right to protect his 
values? Even without the religious 
aspects of the equation, one wonders at 
the wisdom of a state forcing any citizen 
to advertise an unwanted slogan. 
Maine's “ Vacationland” is harmless 
enough, even New Jersey’s “Garden 
State” slogan is, if phony, at least 
unoffensive — but "Live Free Or Die?” 
That’s as foreign to some as if California 
would adopt “ If It Feels Good, Do It.” 
More disturbing than this, though, in 
the Maynard case, is the inflexibility of 
the system which has made his life 
worrisome. The law is the law is the 
law. Early on, officials should have 
divined the idiocy of this kind of 
persecution and granted the perpetrator 
his simple desires. What’s the harm? 
The man left the plate identification 
intact and did not alter its useful 
purpose. Yet, George Maynard now has 
a criminal record and is thought of as a 
town kook. 
Today, Maynard, following principle, 
is walking. So are his wife and children. 
“ I’m worried that my wife will have to 
quit her job, because she needs a car. 
She sells for a jewelry company.” He 
has applied to the state for permission to 
buy commercial plates which do not 
carry the slogan but his chances are 
slim. He has also pointed out to officials 
that plates on state-owned vehicles are 
devoid of the motto. How come? Yet the 
objection has been overruled with 
silence. 
And so his future is uncertain. He says 
he may have to move away somewhere. 
Because he can’t “ Live Free” in the 
state that advertises it.
